Inspiring artists and their words of wisdom 



Much of Fiona Banner's work explores the 
problems and possibilities of written lan- 
guage. Her early work took the form of 
'wordscapes' or' still films' - blow-by blow 
accounts written in her own words of feature 
films, (whose subjects range from war to 
porn) or sequences of events. These pieces 
took the form of solid single blocks of text, 
often the same shape and size as a cinema 
screen. Banner's work encompasses sculp- 
ture, drawing and installation and text is still 
a the heart of her practice. She recently 
turned her attention to the idea of the clas- 
sic, art-historical nude, observing a life 
model and transcribing the pose and form in 
a similar vein to her earlier transcription of 
films. Often using parts of military aircraft as 
the support for these descriptions, Banner 
juxtaposes the brutal and the sensual, per- 
forming an almost complete cycle of inti- 
macy and alienation. image striptease 2005

residence program (AIR) - wow 
what an experience. M y residency 
was th ro u gh R ed G ate G al I ery, 
Beijing. The gal I ery director, Brian 
Wallace (an ex-pat Aussie) and his 
team provided support and infor- 
mation on Beijing's booming con- 
temporary art scene. 

My studio was located in an artist 
compound within a village precinct 
in Beijing's northern sub- 
urbs. D o wn stai rs was a I arge wo r k 
area, galley kitchen and compact 
bathroom, while upstairs included 
a landing with skylight and air 
conditioned bedroom. Also living 
in the compound were artists from 
around the world: China, Spain, 
France, N orway, Sweden, U S, 
Taiwan, as well as a strong Aussie 
contingent. The location was 
perfect for me - peaceful enough to 
focus on work, exciting to be part 
of village life and a short 20 min- 
ute taxi or bus ride to Beijing's 



astounding contemporary art dis- 
trict 798/ Dashanzi (W ith over 100 
galleries/ art spaces I was exposed 
to a broad range of work and could 
have attended an opening every 
day.) 

I found being in a 'foreign' envi- 
ronment extremely stimulating for 
all the senses -I felt like a kid in a 
candy shop! In fact the local 
markets were an installation artists' 
paradise. 

Sure, the language barrier was a 
challenge but it caused more 
laughs than dramas and it's amaz- 
ing haw far you can get on sign 
language and a smile. 
Regular artist dinners and BBQ 's 
provided an opportunity to discuss 
our work, share ideas and receive 
feed back. 




But it wasn't all 'beer and 
skittles'. In the month I was 
there I was able to conceptual- 
ize, create and stage my work in 
a solo exhibition (phew). 

So what has the residency 
program done for me? Its en- 
couraged me to consider my 
work in a broader world con- 
text, given me the confidence to 
think big and fight off those 
self-self-limiting doubts, mas- 
si vel y i n crease my ci rcl e of 'art 
mates', enhanced my portfolio 
and c.v., impacted my art prac- 
tice in a profound way and put 
afire in my belly to search for 
the next challenge.

Art Resumes 

W hat should they look like? 




Art resumes are very different 
from your job resume. It is 

best to have your resume on a 
computer that way you can 
change/ easily update it. ALL 
resumes should be easy to read 
with no typos!! Don't forget 
contact information. 

Resumes should be consistent 
in the way they are set up. 
Keep plenty of white space 
around your text so its easy to 
read. U sually an art resume is 
two page to three pages in 
length. You might want to 
keep an all encompassing re- 
sume on their computer that 
way you can cut and paste the 
info easier on to new resumes. 



with lots of workshops unless 
th ey were vi tal I y i m po rtan t. 
Next exhibitions solo and 
group shows.. .W hat comes 
next depends on your accom- 
plishments: awards, collections 
your work is in, residencies, 
reviews, publications, related 
work experience, lectures you 
have given, etc. but keep this to 
the point its often much better 
put in a biography... (more 
about that follows next month) 

If you have countless exhibi- 
tions- you may want to break it 
down to selected exhibitions or 
by category- one person/ solo 
shows, group shows, invita- 
tional shows, juried shows, etc. 



own category! 

Arrange the info on your re- 
sume chronologically- the most 
recent info/ accomplishment 
first. Start looking at other 
artist's resumes and ask for 
copies to use as examples. 

Don't panic if its short that 
just indicates its time to book 
that next show... 

Print it out on very white pa- 
per, no fancy borders... num- 
ber your pages if it is 2 or 3 
pages long. 



Your education should come 
first on your art resume, fol- 
lowed byyour exhibitions/ 
perf o r m an ces / p u b I i sh ed 
works (ie depends on what 
your discipline is!). Galleries 
are mainly interested in tertiary 
education, don't fill the resume 



If you have a limited exhibi- 
tions you may want to put all 
the exhibitions under the head- 
ing exhibitions and denote 
what they were (juried, invita- 
tional, etc.). If you have had a 
substantial one person show, 
you may want to put it in it
